School residency rules

vi ICE — Stricter residency 
requirements for students 
attending Venice public schools 
may be in order, said Superin- 
tendent of Schools Robert Vick- 
ers t6 the Board of Education 
Sept. 24. 

Vickers asked board memhers’ 
opinions about adopting a new 
residency policy, adding, some 
tighter requirements to District 
3’s current policy. 

“There is some coneern about 
students who go elsewhere to 
school for a period of time and 
then enroll in Venice. 

“If a child lives in the district 

—with someone other than a par- 

ent, that person must have a 
legal guardianship statement for 
the child to enroll. as a student 
.here,"”’ Vickers said. 

Questions concerning a student 
who attended a melgeboring high 
school, then entered a job train- 
ing program and now has 


enrolled in’ Venice High School 
were discussed by the board. A 
parent of the student resides in 
the district. = 

Some board members 
expressed the opinion that Ven- 
ice is getting “rejects” or trou-

Registration 
required for 
postal work 


The federal government's larg- 
est employer — the Postal Ser- 
viee-—-has-announced Selective 
Service registration require- 
ments for employment. Unde 
the new guidelines, a young man 
must prove he has registered 
with Selective Service before 
being eligible for appointment to 
@ position in the Postal Service. 

This requirerhent follows the 
Thurmond/Montgomery Amend- 
ment to the fiscal year 1986 
Department of Defense Authori- 
zation Act. The amendment pro- 
hibits a young man who is 
required to register, from being 
appointed toa position in an 
executive agency of the federal 
government unless he has regis 
tered. The intent was to ensure 
that all men required by law to 
register do So. 

Rep Gerald Solomon 
(R-N.Y.), a strong supporter of 

elective Service, introduced leg- 

lation in July requiring regis- 
tration asa prerequisite to 
employment with the Postal Ser- 
vice. > 

Technically, the Postal Service 
was not included in the original 
Phurmong/Monigomery- Amend- 
ment because it is not an execu- 
tive agency of the government 
Commenting on the legislation, 
Solomon: said, “If a--young man 
is going to accept the benefits of 
this country then he~ sould be 
ready and ‘willing to accept the 
responsibilities as well. Registra- 
tion is one of these responsibili- 
ties.” 

As_of mid-August,—all-young 
men who are-i8-through 25 years 
of age must show proof of Tegis- 
tration before being considered 
for a position with the Postal 
Service. Those young men who 
do not .reach 18 antil after 
appointment will be asked to 
submit proof within 30 days of 
their 18th birthday 

Men who fail to provide proof 
of registration will be considered 
“not available” and_will.receive 
no further consideration for 
employment 

Along with federal employ- 
ment, Selective Service registra- 
tion has been linked to federal 
student aid and job training ben- 
éfits._Many_stales also require 
registration as a prere@uisite for 
state student aid, entrance into a 


state-supported college or uni-~ 


versity, and state employment. 
All men must register with 
Selective Service within “30 days 
of their 18th birthday. Failure to 
register is_a- felony punishable 
by up-to.five_years in prison 
and/or up toa $250,000 fine.

“While it has caused irrepara- 
ble damage to its victims and 
their families, the stigma from 
fear and ignorance has served to 
cause a more widespread reac- 
tien in the psyche of the nation. 

‘Phere are no easy answers 

or solutions to the problems 
associated with AIDS. It is not 
easy to sort out which of our 
concerns are legitimate and 
which of our actions are truly 
appropriate. 

“Until a time when medical 
science can tell us more precise- 
ly_the root-of-this-epidemic, We 
tmust-be-firmin-our stand -to-bat 
ance the strong issues of protect- 
ing the public health and pre- 
serving the individual rights of 
citizens,” said Thompson. 

“That is what I have attempt 
ed to do with this legislation. 
“The General Assembly sent me 
a wide-ranging selection of bills 
dealing with issues as diverse as 
premarital testing, contact trac- 
ing and mandatory testing. 

“Not everyone will be pleased 
with my ‘actions today, but I 
believe that the manner in which 
this package is crafted by my 
actions will-provide Tlingis with

“While the legislative package 
is an extensive collection of pro- 
grams, I must, as always, cau- 
tion observers. about the state’s 
present fiscal condition.

‘This bill, coupled 
with Senate Bill’ and House Bill 
100, and the various provisions 
of 14 other bills sent, to me_for 
consideration, create a compre 
hensive yet humanitarian 
response to the AIDS epidemic.”
